"In exercise by the Board, of the powers conferred 
by Section 21 of the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, the 
Unit Scheme 1964, as made by the Board at its meeting

“(4A) Where two or more individuals, none of 
them being a minor, apply, whether in pursu- 
ance of a transfer of unite ‘to them or other-

wise, for issue of a unit certificate in their 
favour and, in such application or otherwise, 
request in writing that any one of them should 
be permitted to deal with the units represented 
by the certificate, the Trust shall record in its 
books, suitable entries to take note of such re- 
quest; and when a unit certificate has been 
issued in such circumstances, then, notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary in sub-clause 
(4) any one or more of the holders shall be 
entitled to deal with the units represented by 
such certificate, and a discharge by anyone or 
more of such persons shall, as regards receipt 
of amounts due in respect of such units, dis- 
charge the Trust in respect of such amounts.”
